prison property. 


Cloody Riot 


ANGOLA PENAL FARM, La—(fl>)— 


Asanguinary riot toy 12 long-term con- 
victs during a prison baseball game 
at the state penal farm Sunday after- 
noon resulted in the deaths of two 
guards and a convict and the escape of 
11 of the desperadoes in a visitor's au- 
tomobile. A half dozen persons were 
wounded'as the prisoners opened fire 
on the baseball crowd to cover their 
retreat. 


One of the original 12 rioters was' 


shot and killed as the heaVlly loaded 
machine sped through the main gate 
of the penitentiary with its occupants 
sending volleys of rifle and shotgun 
fire at pursuers. 


Arnold Davis, trusty guard, and J. 


.'•^VFletcher, puid guard,-were slain in 
fthc prison yurd in a vain defense of 
the prison armory, looted of guns and 
ammunitions by the rioting prisoners. 


The body of the convict slain in the 


dash through the gate was found later 
in the automobile used in the escape 
and abandoned on the edge of the 
25,000-acre penal farm. The man was 
identified as William Stone, 28, of Dal- 
las, Texas, serving 10 to 12 years for 
forgery and robbery in Claiborne 
parish. 


Official Wounded 


The 12 men who hatched the escape 


plot took advantage of the distrac- 
tions of th visitors' hour and interest 
in a baseball game between trusies and 
other convicts to surround Capt. John 
R. Singleton, in charge of the camp, 
and demand tthat he accompany them 
out of the prison. They were well 
armed with pistols, for which officials 
were unable to account. When Single- 
ton refused, he was shot through the 
borly and wounded seriously. 


With quick successive shots, the pris- 


oners killed Davis and Fletcher and 
over their bodies entered the armory, 
supplying themselves with shotguns, 
rifles and ammunition. They came out 
of the armory shooting and held at bay 
the crowd attending the baseball game, 
including several women visitors.

—Ward T. Van Orman, and 
Frank A. Trotter, American 
ballonists who participated in 
Ihe James Bennet cup race 
from Chicago, and who have 
been missing for more than a 
week, were found Monday be- 
tween Subdury and Abitibi 
canyon in northern Ontario. 


They were ill from hardships which 


they were forced to undergo in the 
busy, hilly country. 


To 1st the outside world know of 


their plight, the two men cut down 
telephone poles, knowing that repair- 
men would have to be sent to fix the 
damage. 


Linemen who found the two missing 


balloonists said they danced with glee 
and kissed them because they were 
so glad to see human beings again. 


Pair BcUevcd Safe 


CHICAGO.—(IP)—While the search 


went on by land, water and air for 
Ward T. Van Orman and Frank Trot- 
ter, missing contestants in the twenty- 
first annual international James Gor- 
don Bennett ballon' races, 
officials 


here expressed confidence that the 
pair are safe. 


Cliff Henderson, director of the race 


in which six balloons took off Sep- 
tember 2, said that the Goodyear IX, 
occupied • by the two, had' the best 
equipment of any of the entrants to 
cope with the danger of forced des- 
cent either on land or water. 


"Van Orman took along a rubber 


life raft that would enable him and 
Trotter to make shore if they were 
forced down on water,' Henderson 
said. "And if they dropped in some 
uninhabited region, they have sup- 
plies enough for a month. Frankly 
I believe they will be found alive anc 
well."

Judge Edgar S. Vaught refused to in- 
terfere with the manner in which fed- 
eral and county authorities arc holding 
Harvey Bailey, southwestern despera- 
do, as he awaits trial for the Charles 
F. Urschel kidnaping. 


Bailey, through his . attorneys, al- 


lefied cruel threatment in his county 
jail cell. He asserted he was chained, 
hand and foot, with steel bars sep- 
arating his legts and making it impos- 
sible for him to stand erect and dif- 
ficult for him to cat. 


"I hear that Mr. aBiley got. a gun 


and broke jail last Monday," Judge 
Vaught commented. "I regard Mr. 
Bailey as a very dangerous man. I 
don't think he would hesitate a mirt 
ute to murder a man to obtain his 
objective. Even if he doesn't get to 
take all the physical exercise he would 
like, the court is giving him a speedy 
trial." 


Trial is set for September 18.

DENVER, Colo.—(/T>)—Two persons 


dorwncd, at least three were missing 
and damage estimated in the hundred 
thousands of dollars was caused by a 
series of floods that deluged Denver 
and suburbs Spnday. 


The known dead: Mrs. Elizabeth 


James, 86-year-old farm woman, and 
her nine-year-old grandson, Benny 
James. 


Missing were a farmer living south 


of Littleton, Colo., and two'boys who 
were reported to have driven their 
motor car into flood swollen Platte 
river north of Denver. 


A huge black cloud which drifted 


over the Denver area Saturday de- 
luged the" entire Platte river water- 
shed south and east.of here with one 
of the heaviest rain storms in years. 


Within four hours after the storm 


started the flood waters struck almost 
simultaneously at Denver, Littleton, 
Englewoocl, Welby and Bear Creek 
canyon, an area roughly about 50 
miles long and 20 miles wide. The 
streams that flooded were Cherry, 
Bear, Clear, Sand and Dry crocks. 
Their combined torrents sent 
ihe 


Platte river out of its banks from Lit- 
tleton to Welby. 


Cotton Program 


Is Ready for 1934 


Federal Bureau Plans to 


Limit Production to 25 


Million Bales 


WASHINGTON-^-A cotton re- 


duction program intended to limit the 
1934 crop to 25,000,000 acres is planned 
by the farm adjustment administra- 
tion with the approval of President 
Rposcvelt. 


This would make next year's acreage 


5,000,000 less than this year's and 15,- 
000,000 under the normal planting. 


Broad outlines of the plan were an- 


nounced by Secrttary Wallact at his 
press conference, but details will not 
be made public until early this week 


The plan contemplates a combination 


of rental payments to farmers and a 
form of the domestic allotment pro- 
posal. 


It was understood the 
allotment 


feature would include a virtual guar- 
antee of parity price on approximate- 
ly half the total crop, the amount to 
be arrived at on the basis of domestic 
consumption. 


Henry Morgenlhau, Jr., governor of 


the farm credit administration, an- 
nounced that all farmers who have 
pledged cotton as collateral for seed 
and crop production loans prior to 
this year's crop will be notified to 
sell their collateral cotton at once in 
liquidation of the loans that are past 
due. 


For every bale of cotton so sold, a 


bal of long futures will be bought, 
as atuhorided by the agricultural ad- 
justment act. The long futures con- 
tracts will provide the secretary of 
agriculture with cotton for carrying 
out the acreage reduction program, 
but the transaction will result in no 
net sales or purchases, Mongenthau 
said. 


"The plan," he explained, "is that 


the collateral cotton, other than that 
which is security for loans for 1933 
production, will be sold by November 
1, thereby saving the farm' credit 
administration hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in carrying charges over 
what would be incurred if the sale 
of this cotton and the liquidation of 
these overdue loans were delayed." 


Sale of the cotton also will place 


approximately $36,000,000 in a revolv- 
ing fund for creating 12 production 
credit corporations, one to be located 
in each federal land bank district. Ap- 
proxmiately 588,000 bales of cotton are 
involved. 


Two Murder Cases 
Goes More Jurors 


Quick Indictment Expect- 


ed in Death of Former • 
Hope* Girl and Husband 


COLUMBUS, Miss-—The Lowndes 


county grand jury, convening hree 
Monday, is exptccd to receive among 
the first cases evidence against Jesse 
Patterson, negro, who officers said 
confessed the bizarre double killing 
10 weeks ago of Mr. and Mrs. Hugh D. 
Crosby.' 


Patterson will be brought to Colum- 


bus from the unannounced 
jail in 


which he has been held since his ar- 
rest in Birmingham the middle of 
July by local and Birmingham offi- 
cers. 


It will be the first murder case of 


importance to be called in court here 
in years. 


The bodies of Crosby and his wife 


were found in a crude ,-jrave in a 
cotton patch near their farmhouse, 
six miles north of Columbus, on July 
14, about three weeks after the negro 
disappeared. 


In his confession Patterson is al- 


leged to have said he killed Crosby 
with an ax in the barnyard behind 
the house and then entered the house 
and killed Mrs. Crosby with the same 
instrument. 


The two were members of promi- 


nent families. Crosby's father is di- 
rector of extension courses at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, and the search 
for the bodies was instituted by rela- 
tives from Tuscaloosa 
who became 


alarmed when they failed to receive 
letters from the pair.

Hugh Crosby, 21, son of Prof. W. C. 
Crosby, head of the Extension Service 
of the Universiyt of Alabama. They 
resided on a farm near Columbus, 
Miss.

Government Aid Is 
Urged For Schools 


National Conference in 


Report on Finance of 


Education 


WASHINGTON-OP)-Federal ad 


for education, not merely in presen 
emergency, but as a continuing polisy 
was advocated in a report issued by 
the national conference on financin) 
of education. 


From July 31 to August 11, the con- 


ference met at Columbia University. 
The question before it was: "Can this 
country continue its deal of free and 
universal schooling." 


The answer the report made was: "It 


is a matter for the decision of all 
citidens." It submitted a plan "for 
rejection, approval, or change.' 


Millions of citizens, the national ed- 


ucational association said, will be ask- 
ed to appraise this plan "until' it is 
a fair expression of the 
American 


ideal' to be used "as basis for the 
restoration of American schools." 


Sweeping changts are suggested. The 


150,000 one-room schools which still 
exist would be erased from the edu- 
cational picture, supplanted by "cent- 
ral school plants' built under the NRA 
public works program. 


The present school district map of 


the nation would be obliterated in 
favor of a map in which minimum 
rural units would have approximately 
1500 pupils in attendance; urban units 
10,000. The average unit now is only 
23 square miles in size; requires but 
seven teachers. 


And this is set forth as one possible 


"restqrement of the aims of education 
in the light of modern social and eco- 
nomic conditions." 


Calling attention to the struggle the 


public schools have endured in the de- 
pression, and to the added load that 
will be put upon them by abolition of 
child labor under NRA codes, the re- 
port said:; 


"The federal government must come 


to the aid of the public schools. It can 
collect taxes. It can borrow money. 
It can make grants in aid or loans to 
the states. 


"If prosperity were to return tomor- 


rom, the schools in some states would 
still be in desperate condition at least 
until 1135. For the intervening period 
their only hope is in grants from the 
federal government." 


A financing^ and taxation system 


which would obviate such situations 
as exist in Chicago was demanded. 
Complete separation of school and 
political control was insister upon. Tie 
report asked adult education; and that 
workers forced from one industry be 
rehabilitated for another through pub- 
lic education.
